A LITTLE LEARNING 


“We hear much these days in re­ 
gard to the danger arising front illiter­ 
ate people, hut really the half-educat­ 
ed person, who knows many things, 
hut who left school at too early an 
age to have learned to think clearly 
and reason well, is far more dangerous 
than the illiterates.” 
So says Mr. Sherman Williams of 
Albany, N. Y., speaking before the Na­ 
tional Educational Association of Des 
Moines. 
His words inspire uneasy re­ 
flections. 
If they are true, a difficult 
problem is presented. 
How shall we 
guard 
against 
half-educating 
our 
school.children? 
How shall we know 
when they have enough education to 
be safe. 
There is a vast number of 
them to whom it is impracticable to 
give what might be called a complete 
education. 
How can we tell when we 
have given them enough education to 
render them less dangerous than uttter 
illiterates? 
m 
These are puzzling questions— so 
puzzling that, assuming Mr. Williams* 
dictum to be 
correct, 
it might seem 
more prudent to some people to avoid 
the danger 
which 
he points out by 
stopping education altogether. But we 
suspect that Mr. Williams was trying 
to say something that would get into 
the newspapers; 
and 
we 
think his 
statement is more 
picturesque 
than 
true. 
A little learning may be a danger­ 
ous thing, but— although there may be 
exceptions— it is not half so dangerous 
as no learning at all. 
There is a grain 
of truth in what Mr. Williams says, 
and of course his plea for more thor­ 
ough education is sound. But his state­ 
ment as it stands is an absurd exagger­ 
ation. 


DISILLUSIONED. 
When Secretary of the Navy Den by 
issued his naval reorganization order 
perpetuating the much criticised Dan­ 
iels policy of maintaining one fleet in 
the Atlantic and one in the Paficic, 
most of the 
republican 
newspapers 
f o rg o t that they had denounced this 
* divided fleet’* policy bitterly when 
Mr. Daniels inaugurated it. What was 
wrong when Mr. Daniels did it became 
entirely correct when Mr. Denbv did 
it. 
One of them, however, the New 
York Tribune— which 
does not like 
Mr. Denby because he reprimanded 
Admiral Sims— now comes out with 
some belated criticism of the Denby 
fleet policy. 
“It does not,” 
says 
the 
Tribune, 
“provide a full-fledged fighting force 
in one ocean— a real navy team ready 
for battle. 
It is at best a poor com­ 
promise, a halting, half-hearted meas­ 
ure which fails to conserve Mahan’s 
invulnerable principle of naval con­ 
centration. 
The battle fleet is still di­ 
vided. 
Naval dispersion still exists in 
violation of the basic law of strat­ 
egy.” - 
So there we are. 
Naval matters, in 
the Tribune’s opinion, are very little 
better ui der the republican adminis­ 
trate n than they were under the dem­ 
ocratic rule of the hated Josephus. 
Gone is the shining vision of a glori­ 
ous transformation to take place un­ 


der the new regime. 
Denby is as bad 
as Daniels;

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DAWES SAYS BIG 


CANADA’S SOLDIER SETTLEMENT 


The Soldier’s Settlement Board of 
the Dominion of Canada has just com­ 
piled and published its report of the 
results, up to date, of the system ad­ 
opted in caring for its former soldiers 
who desired to take up and cultivate 
land. 
It is a remarkable report con­ 
sidering the short time that has elaps­ 
ed since the war ended and the men 
benefited were given opportunity to 
demonstrate what they could do. 
As 
the y^ars pass results will be cumula­ 
tive and where today crops produced 
are shown in millions of dollars in a 
few years they will represent billions. 
Here is part of what the report 
shows: 
“Ninety-eight per cent of the for­ 
mer service men who settled on Cana­ 
dian lands through 
government 
aid 
have made good. 
“More than 25,000 men who saw 
service in the war have so far taken 
advantage of the government’s act of­ 
fering lands ancjf loans, and they are 
scattered through the various prov­ 
inces, the average soldier homestead 
consisting of 240 acres. 
“In 1920 the soldier settlers broke 
200,000 acres of new land in Canada, 
and by the end of 1921, it is expected 
they will have brought under cultiva­ 
tion a total of 500,000 acres of Cana­ 
dian virgin soil. 
“Last year 
they 
produced 
main 
crops valued at approximately $14,- 
000,000. 
This took no account of the 
small crops grown 
and consumed 
mostly at home.” 
The 
late 
Franklin K. Lane, then 
secretary of the interior, made a hard 
fight to have the United States adopt 
a plan for the settlement of former 
service men on lands in this country. 
It may be that conditions in Canada, 
which is a new and undeveloped coun­ 
try, were more favorable in some re­ 
spects for this land settlement than in 
this country. 
But in other respects 
the conditions were 
more favorable 
here, and millions of acres of land in 
the south and west were available. But 
Mr. Lane’s plan 
was 
never carried 
out. 
He was part of the Wilson ad­ 
ministration and any proposal offered 
by that administration was doomed to 
be rejected by the republican con­ 
gress. 
In view of the way in which the sol­ 
dier settlement idea has worked out in 
Canada, it seems more than ever a pity 
that nothing has been done with it 
here, especially as President Harding 
has effectively relegated the bonus bill 
to the limbo of impossible things. 


RICE AT WEDDINGS.

bridal parties at his church shall first 
depost $5 as a guarantee that his rule 
in this matter will not be broken.

ceremony. 
He is right; but it is evi­ 
dent from the trifling penalty named 
that he has little hope of breaking up 
the practice.

Palm yra Islands, several hundred 
miles southewest of Hawaii, is lone­ 
ly but busy for a trio of Robinson 
Crusoes from Honolulu who have 
elected to live there and prepare 
copra from the cocoanut groves, ac­ 
cording to advices’ received 
from 
them. 
Colonel and Mrs. William Ming 
and Edwin Benner, who went there 
last October, have seen but one ves­ 
sel, an American navy craft, since 
j they stepped ashore on Palm yra’s 
quiet beach. When that ship recent­ 
ly came to Honolulu it brought an 
accumulation of mail from the three 
telling of life on the cocoanut isles.
